P reshy tis ignitus, sp. n. 

Size and general proportions similar to Preshytis rnbi^ 
cundus^ MlilL, but much lighter in colour, and having the 
frontal region of the skull dome-shaped. 

Upper surface of body and limbs a uniform reddish colour 
(“ dull brick-red no. 4,’^ Repertoire de Couleurs), the long 
liair on tlie neck sliglitly paler. Backs of hands and feet 
very similar in colour to body, not black as in P. rubi- 
cundus. Underside of body and limbs rather lighter than 
upper surface dull brick-red no. 2/’ Repertoire de 
Couleurs). Tail, throughout its entire length, similar in 
colour to back. 

Skull witli a high dome-shaped forehead, presenting a 
marked contrast to the flat skull of P, ruhicundus, where the 
forehead hardly rises above the level of the supraorbital 
ridges, ('ranium rather sliorter; nasals broader and much 
flatter. 

Dimensions of the type (measured in skin) ; — 

Head and body 600 mm.; tail 750; hind foot 160.

greatest breadth across oibital region 62; basilar length 59; 
condylo-basilar length 67 ; palatilar length 27 ; wddth of 
palate, behind second premolar, 20; length of upper tooth- 
row from front of first premolar to back of last molar 23*5.

Altitude 1000 feet.

loleralde to this new species, ail tVoni Sarawak. 

'I'liis North Bornean form dill’ers .so greatly from I\ rnhi^ 
enndus^ both as regards colour and .sknll-characters, that it 
nuHi be considered speciiicaliy distinct from the >Southern 
species.

L\ ‘ Novitates Zoologiete/ vol. xvi. (BdOO), I described some 
118 new .species of Aretianje, and the present ))aj)er is a 
continnation of the same woik. The bnlk of the species 
ere collected by S. M. Klages and the lateG. U. Ockenclen. 

1. Ammalo helops (Cham.). 

In vol. iii. of the ‘Catalogue of i^epidoptera Fliala^nie ’ 
Sir George llampson has united iimler Aminalu //e/oy)s(Cram.) 
the following : — A. hefops (Ciam.), A. fervulus^ Walk., A. 
mcijnpifrrha^ Walk., A. chrysopasier, Walk., and A, Ini- 
pnnetus^ Grote, to which he atterwards added trnjUlavia, 
l)i>gii. d'lie latter is quite a distinct species. It now remains 
tor me to discuss the live names treated as synonyms by 
Sir George. 'Idle tignre of Gjamer clearly shows an insect 
which has on the fore wing a large red patch in the cell and 
four or live other patches of red beyond it. Tho types of 
ciopsopaster and mcijnpprrha are both without any sucli 
marks, thus agreeing willi Grote’s inqninctns. A, fervidas 
is a similar insect, but of an orange-rnfons colour all over 
except the usual yellow and black banded abdomen. Thus 
we tind two distinct types, one with red patches on the disk 
and one without ; but it appears to be a fact that by tar the 
larger number of specimens Irom Mexico and Central America 
have no patches, thercibre 1 have come to the conclusion lint 
these ought to be regarded as a separate subspecies under the 
name of helops mepuj>prr/icij Wlk.
